About 28 persons were listed as injured after the $100,000 
chair lift swayed ominously and then dropped them as much 
as 35 feet to the snow-cushioned mountainside on the north 


shore of Burrard Inlet. 


R.C.M.P, said the lift’s 14-inch cable jumped off its bull 


swheel efter a lift chair 


swung out of control.’’ 
Most of the injuries were minor. 


Five persons were hurt 


seriously while most of the others were released from hospital 
after treatment or stayed at the ski village to nurse their 


bruises.

Near-Slavery For 
Mexican Laborers 


NEW YORK (CP)—The New 
York Timés says today at least 
1,000,000. Mexican laborers cross 
the Mexican-United States bor- 
der every year to work under 
conditions comparable to pre- 
civil war slavery. 

The Times, in the first of a 
series of five articles by Gladwin 
Hill, says the “wetback” system- 
so.called because many of the 
infiltrating laborers swim the 
Rio Grande to enter the U.S.— 
offers a wide-open avenue for 
Communist spies to enter the 
country. 

Hill says “in cold fact Joseph 
Stalin “might adopt a perfunc- 
tory disguise and walk into the 
country this way.” 


Communist troops are back on 
their own side of the 38th 
Parallel. The U.N. army stands 
at the parallel, still holding the 
initiative, but reluctant to under- 
take an offensive into North 
Korea. 

That is why Gen, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur has made his proposal 
for battlefield negotiations. He 
has offered.the.Communists one 
more chance. Unless the offer is 
accepted there seems to be no 
alternative except to push across 
the parallel in force and move 
north to a strong natural de- 
fence line. There isn't any such 
line along the parallel. 

MacArthur said he was wilfing 
to talk with the Communist com- 
mander. But who is he and where 
is he? The ranking Chinese 
commander in this fight seems 
tobe Gen. Lin Piao, leader of 
the 4th Chinese Field Army. But 
he has never issued an order of 
the day, a statement or a com- 
munique. So far as the written 
record is concerned, he has noth- 
ing to do with this war. Nor does 
any Chinese soldier have any- 
thing to do with it._All of them 
are “volunteers” who went to 
Korea of their own accord. There 
is going to have to be a sudden 
change in policy before any Chi- 
nese general appears and nego- 
tiates with MacArthur. To do so 
would be to admit that China 
officially is in this war. 

The man Who really started 
the war is Kim Il-eung, head of 
the North Korean Communist 
Party. That is, he is the one who 
actually ordered troops to in- 
vade South Korea, although he 
undoubtedly had a clear under- 
standing with Moscow and Pei 
ping before he gave the signal 
to march. Kim Il-sung probably 
would be reluctant to appear on 
his own account, but he might be 
prodded into it by the Chinese if 
they are really desperate.

bia budget and the Federal Govern. 
ment's ure estimates are com- 
plete it is possible to see what lies ahead 
for the local taxpayer. A chilling spec- 
tacle. 

The Federal Government estimates 
that it will spend $3.6 billions in the 
next year but, with various contingencies 
yet to be covered, the bill will probably 
reach at least $3.7 billions. That would 
be just $500 millions more than present 
tax rates can produce. The country must 
face tax increases of half a billion, or 
about the total amount of our pre-war 
budget. On average, every man, woman 
and child in the nation must contribute 
$3 a month more in Federa] taxes, or 
$12 for a family of four. 

That will bring the average Cana- 
dian’s Federal taxes up to $264 a year 
or $1056 for the family. 

In addition, the people of British Co- 
lumbia must provide over $118 millions 
to finance their provincial Government. 
The average British Columbian’s provin. 
cial taxes will be $104 a-year, or $416 
for a family. a 

Adding Federal and provincial taxes 
together, the per capita tax in British 
Columbia wil] be $368 a year or $1,472 
for a family. That, for the family, is 
$122 a month. 

So long as national defence is taking 
something like $1.7 billions, so long as 
Federal and provincial Governments re- 
fuse to cut down their civilian expenses, 
the figures mentioned above may be 
disguised but they cannot be escaped. 

Many people will say, however, that 
they can avoid these Draconian taxes 
because someone else wil] pay. In a 
degree this is true—people with high 
incomes pay proportionately more than 
poor people. But the vast indirect taxes 
of our governments, the customs duties, 
sales taxes and the like are not levied 
according to ability to pay. They strike 
at rich and poor. And while corporations

economic cure-all, the -people of 
Canada are looking in the wrong direc- 
tion. They must look to Washington 
which is the generating engine of our 
Canadian inflation. And in Washington 
what they see is not encouraging. 

Theoretically prices have been put 
under control. Not even theoretically, 
however, has inflation been put under 
control. The Government is still spend- 
ing far more money than it collects in 
taxes, is piling up debt and thus daily 
distending the balloon of money in the 
form of credit. 

There is no sign that the Congress 
will soon halt this distention. President 
Truman has asked for extra taxes of 
about $16 billions to balance the budget, 
but the Congress keeps postponing a 
painful decision. It is said that a new 
tax bill may not be passed until mid- 
summer, Meanwhile the balloon con- 
tinues to expand and ascend. The high 
prices thus generated, despite every ef- 
fort to control them directly, flow 
across’-the-- border -into Canada © which 
cannot isolate itself from its neighbor. 

The failure of Congress to strike at 
the cause of inflation and the present 
attempt to strike only at its symptom, 
the price level, seem to be part of a 
general easing in international tension 
during the last few weeks. From Wash- 


will pay heavy taxes much of that bur- 
den is handed on to the ordinary con- 
sumer in prices. 


For the ordinary family of average 
income there is no escape. 

The cardinal fact to be remembered 
—though it is usually forgotten—is that 
most of the nation’s income goes to the 
people with incomes of $3,000 a year and 
less. Very little of it in total goes to 
the rich who are few in namber. Hence, 
to raise money in the volume now 
required, government must strike at the 
small people, the working family. ‘ It is 
that family which will and must pay 
most of the taxes. 

Since the poorest groups escape in- 
come taxes, the burden -on the average 
family may wel] be larger than the 
figures cited, It will be hidden in the 
price of goods, it -vill be levied here and 
there, a few cents at a time, but it will 
not be estaped. : 

This is the price of national safety on 
the one hand and the price of national 
extravagance on the other. 

Our Federal Government set out last 
autumn with high hopes of economizing 
on civilian account. It has failed utterly. 
The pitiful saving of $35 millions an- 
nounced by Mr. Abbott after months of 
struggle in cabinet will be washed out 
by various items like the subsidy of $65 
millions to the prairie wheat growers for 
their gambling losses. The provincial 
governments al] wil] spend more this 
year than ever and British Columbia, 
as usual, will lead the parade. 

For all this governments are not 
alone to blame. They have been driven 
into extravagance by the demands of the 
taxpayers for expenditures. The -tax- 
payers must pay their own bill. It will 
be larger than the tax figures suggest. 
Since government expenditures are one 
of the chief causes of inflation, the tax. 
payer will pay for them not only in 
taxes but in high prices and in the depré 
ciation of his savings.

This growing mood of complacency 
in the United States, and in Canada 
also, must be satisfactory only to the 
Kremlin, which doubtless is promoting 
it. There is no visible justification for 
it. The hard and doubtful bargaining of 
the Big Four deputies in Paris, the Com- 
munist inside job of nationalizing the 
oil of Iran, do not suggest for a moment 
that Russia is yet seeking a world 
settlement. 

Russia has suffered a reverse in 
Korea ang in Indo-China. It has made 
what may pfove to be-its fatal mistake 
in forcing the west to re-arm. But its 
struggle short of general war does not 
slacken and its greatest single success 
is the distortion of the North American 
economy through inflation. 

All policies which stimulate inflation 
and increase that distortion play straight 
into Russia's hands. Nothing - could suit 
Russia so well as weak fiscal policies 
and public apathy in America. In the 
Politburo, we may be sure, the tax laws 
and the budgetary figures of the United 
States Government are required reading. 
It is very agreeable Soviet reading at 
the moment. 


In The Red But Optimistic 


T° THE MAN IN THE STREET THIS 

country’s two main public enter- 
prises, Trans-Canada Airlines and the 
Canadian National Railways, may seem 
the most buoyant concerns showing 
deficits during 1950. In each case the 
transportation lines finished in the red, 
but to a degree so reduced from ather 
recent years, that the improvement justi. 
fies the satisfaction shown by the two 
managements. The C.N.R. went behind 
$3,261,235 only, compared to $42,000,000 
in 1949, 

Trans-Canada Airlines completed 1950 
with a. surplus on domestic operations. 
It paid its way and showed a $201,206 
profit on its North American services 
where it had dropped $1,419,444 the year 
before. The trans-Atlaritic service costs, 
however, pulled it down to a deficit of 
$1,526,412, something more than half of 
the amount it went behind in 1949. 

Grounds for optimism exist; never- 
theless, in the manner in which increas- 
ing patronage and improvements in 
operation showed domestic results last 
year—a condition which speaks well for 
the future. 

As far as the railway lines are _con- 
cerned, it is only fair to nate that the 
complicated debt structure of the C.N.R. 
is such that no true picture may be 


presented. In his talk to the C.N.R. 
Staff Service Club in Montreal last week 
Donald Gordon, president, underscored 
the point that since its inception in 1923 
the organized system “has never failed to 
meet operating expenses.” 

Fully understood only by those 
familiar with. the debt structure is the 
exception he takes to “the choice of 
policy which transferred al] the debts 
from the bankrupt companies on to the 
balance sheet of the newly organized 
system and required it to shoulder a 
fantastic burden of interest quite beyond 
its capacity to pay out of operations.” 

This condition may be remedied if 
recommendations of the Turgeon Com. 
mission are accepted. By such action the 
fixed charges against the lines could be 
written dowh to some reasonable rela- 
tionship to the operating value of the 
lines. 

Considering the small deficit from 
last year, it would seem that the operat- 
ing position of the C.N.R. at the moment 
furnishes scant justification for a further 
increase in freight rates. However, that 
position could be altered by. the 40-hour 
week to be inaugurated next summer if 
it cost the railway more than the 
increase in revenues assured by the 
defence boom.

Meanwhile the Russian armies would 
retreat only a few score miles from the 
German border. They would be as ready 
as ever to flow out again over a Ger. 
many left with no defences whatever, 
and a Western Europe exposed by the 
loss of the German glacis. Thus super- 
ficially, Washington fears (which are 
authoritatively reported to be shared by 
Chancellor Adenauer) would appear to 
be justified. 


On the other side of the ledger, how- 
ever, are thre« still more important 
items of evidence. Kirst the Soviets’ 
have not only continued exploitation of 
the East German uranium mines in the 
Erzgebirge; they have also recently 
opened-a large number of shafts pro- 
ducing very low quality ore. This 
suggests that the Erzgebirge resource is 
stil} vital to them and cannot be gambled 
with. 

Second, Gromyko at Paris, contrary 
to the Prague line, has laid al) his stress 
on German demilitarization rather than 
“German unity.” ‘Third, the East Ger- 
man leaders, Grotewohl, Ulbricht and 
Gerhard Eisler, have lately each gone 
out of the way to define “free elections” 
as the kind of transparent farce that 
would deceive nobody and receive no 
consideration at any four power meeting. 

On balance, therefore, it appears more 
likely (although very far from certain) 
that the Soviets will avoid the great 
gamble with East Germany that has 
worried Washington. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, there are other tactics, equally 
menacing, which are also open to the 
Kremlin. These require discussion in 
another report.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fia.—Of all the tourist attractions in

When you're playing a hand at 
no-trump, it’s often a good idea 
to refuse the first trick or two 
in the enemy's long suit. This 
principle, well known to every 
experienced player, is somehow 
forgotten by those very same 
players when they are handling 
the defense. 

In today’s hand, East made use 
of the principle on defense. It 
have “helped “him very 
much-if South had been on his 
toes;. but South wasn't, .and-East 
is sort of practical fellow who 
knows that even the best oppon- 
ent will occasionally slip if you 
throw enough banana skins 
around his feet, 

Declarer let the opening spade 
lead ride around to his queen and 
then immediately began on the 
diamonds. This was sound 
enough, and it was equally sound 
for East to hold up his ace. 
South properly led another dia- 
mond, and East again refused to

At this point South should 
have abandoned the diamonds. 
He should have gone after the 
clubs, establishing five tricks in 
that suit.

With the symphony season rapidly coming to a 
close in this country, we feel a lot of listeners would 
be interested to know just how the various so-called 
classical composers stack up with the listening audi- 
ence. That is, what measure of popular eSteem they 


have earned with their music. So we dug up a 
survey of all the public programs given during the 
1949-50 season by the symphony orchestras in Van. 
couver, Winnipeg, Montreal and Toronto, (Victoria 
Symphony Society was not included because their 
pregrams “were -not -aired.} 


Beethoven's supremacy seems to be virtually 
universal and §t probably comes as no surprise that 
Beethoven, Tschaikowsky and Mozart are the "Big 
Three. (By the way, in the U.S. and the U.K. Mozart 
rates second—but only by a small margin in Eng- 
land.) -Our list places Hadyn in fourth spor followed 
by Brahms, Dvorak and Johann Strauss with Handel 
and Bizet tied for eight position. Then comes 
Sibelius, Mendelssohn and Schubert, with Bach, 
Debussy and Prokofieff neck-and-neck for 13th 
place, Saint-Saens and Schumann are tied next in 
16th spot, with Richard Strauss a close 18th. 
Wagner and Ghopin come next in a tie for 19th 
position with Grieg, Liszt and Ravel touching their 
noses to the wire to stand 21st on the list. Berlioz 
is a length behind with Elgar, Britten, Ressini and 
Rachmaninoff in. a dead-h standing; 25th. Rimsky- 
Korgakoff and Bartok hold down number 29.. Then 
comes Weber alone at 31, with Mussorgsky, Borodin 
and Franck sawing off for 32nd and-last position on 
our role. Vaughan, Williams, Smetana, Katcha-

RASHES 


Ten Seriously Hurt, Hundreds Stranded 
As Grouse Mountain Cable Whips Off 


VANCOUVER (CP)—A ski lift cable jumped like a whip- 
lash Sunday and sprinkled dozens of passengers along the 
lower reaches of Grouse Mountain near here. 

About 28 persons were listed as injured after the $106,000 
chair lift swayed ominously and then dropped them as much 
as 35 feet to the snow-cushioned mountainside on the north 


shore of Burrard Inlet. 


R.C.M.P. said the lift’s 14-inch eable jumped off its bull 


wheel after a lift chair 
Most of the 


‘swung out of control.’ 
injuries were minor. 


Five persons were hurt 


seriously while most of the others were released from hospital 
after treatment or stayed at the ski village to nurse their 


bruises. 


Owners of the recently-com- 
pleted lift released no damage 
estimate. They said it would be 


in operatjon again in 10 days. 
HUNDREDS STRANDED 


Darkness closed in before all 
the injured had been carried 
down the steep slopes to waiting 
ambulances. The accident left 
hundreds of other¢skiers and 
tourists stranded at the chalet 
high on the mountain. They 
either spent the night there or 
hiked down the trail to the 
road. . 

An unidentified girl, being 
brought down the mountain on 
the lift after breaking her leg 
skiing, escaped further injury 
when she was deposited gently 
at the base of a 50-foot cliff. 

“The lift came to a full stop 
when we were about 10 chairs 
from the bottom,” said James 
Sowden, 24; of Vancouver, who 
received leg and face bruises. 
BIG LUNGE 

“The chairs swung back and 
forth. Then it made a big lunge 
forward. We dropped -15 feet 
and hit the ground. We bounced 
back up about 10 feet and hit 
the ground again.” 

Bob Swanson, department of 
rail inspection, was on the scene 
shortly after the accident. He 
said the lift was inspected Friday 
and found in good working 
order.”

OTTAWA (BUP)—Canada’s 
defence budget for the new 
fiscal year, now standing at 
roughly $1,700,000,000, may 
come close to $2,000,000,000 
before Parliament gets 
through with it. 

The possibility was seen today 
in some parliamentary circles as 
Defence Minister Brooke Clax- 
ton and Finance Minister D. C. 
Abbott put finishing touches to 
the government’s spending pro- 
gram for the new year starting 
April L 

Claxton and Abbott stayed in 
the capital as most other cabi- 
net members took advantage of 
Parliament's 10-day Easter recess 
to visit their homes or go south 
for a holiday. Prime Minister 
Louis St. Laurent and Trade Min- 
ister C. D. Howe both headed for 
Bermuda. 

Proposals now before Parlia- 
ment for government expendi- 
tures in the new fiscal year 
amount to $3,586,915,657 for all 
departments. The Defence De- 
partment’s appropriations total 
$1,600,000,000, but in addition to 
that there are other items scat- 
tered elsewhere through the 
blue book of appropriations that 
might be considered defence, 


Abbott told the Commons when 
he tabled the appropriations that 
on the basis of a standard listing 
drawn up by North Atlantic 
Treaty nations, Canada’s defence 
budget would run to $1,700,- 
NEW REQUESTS 

In .the appropriations now be- 
fore the House, $56,000,000 is 
being sought for the new De 
partment of Defence Production, 
to be headed by Howe. Another 
$8,000,000 is being asked for by 
Howe for Crown companies 
which will come under his juris- 
diction as defence production 
minister. 

This week-end, however, Ab- 
bott was working on his budget 
message to Commons, which will 
tell the House probably late next 
month how the government in- 
tends to raise the $3,587,000,000 
now required. 

The new appropriations for de- 
fence will come in the supple- 
mentary estimates of govern- 


ment expenditure, which prob- 
ably will be put to Parliament in 
June.
